Upland had a spirited ballot race 
Tuesday—the race being for sec- 
ond place, according to analysis 
today of the election returns. 

Eugene Nisbet was the popular 
choice for a place on the city coun- 
cil but totals at each of the three 
voting places gave a different can- 
didate as a second place choice. 

Godfrey Andreas’ carried a 
strong enough second place lead 
over his competitors at the cham- 
ber of commerce voting precinct 
to give him victory—along with 
Mr. Nisbet. 

V. H. Wilson, who missed being 
elected by only 39 ballots, was in 
second place at the elementary 
school voting place. Voters bal- 
loting at the library apparently 
favored Mr. Nisbet and W. H. 
Wenger, giving the latter the sec- 
ond place rating. 

The city clerk’s contest was 
also close but in every voting 
place J. Lynn Grahame received 
enough of a margin to give him 
victory over Eldon Bert. Lewis 
Jenison was the other city clerk 
candidate.

An outlet for storm waters on

Workmen are today digging a 
huge trench across Euclid ave- 
nue, this being the last phase of a 
one year-long WPA construction 
project. A rock-cement conduit 
has been placed on Eighth street, 
beginning at a point near Grove 
avenue, Gradually working west, 
the construction crew will finish 
its gigantic’ task early next month 
when the conduit is finally ex. 


tended to the west side of Euclid 


Size of the conduit is 51% feet 
by 4% feet. In times of heavy 
downpours, this conduit will take 
the water from Euclid and Cam- 
pus to the Cucamonga wash. The 
project is two-fold in purpose—to 
divert the flood waters from the /|

CONTROL CITED 


Speaker Tells of Efforts Being | 
Made to Kill Citrus 
Enemies 











“Most sensational pest control 
method of all time’ was the way 
Dr. Walter Eberling characterized 
recent developments in_ citrus 
thrip control at a lecture given at 
Chaffey junior college last night. 
In place of sulphur, tests at the 
Citrus Experiment station in Riv- 
erside show, he said, that tarter 
emetic gives almost complete con 
trol at a cost of five cents per 


tree. 
In his talk on “Pest Control De- 
velopments”, Dr. Ebeling listed 


red scale as the most serious in- 
sect menace with which citrus 
growers must contend at the pres- 
ent time, During the last few 
years, he explained, scale insects 
have increased resistance to poison 
gases to the point where instead 
of a single fumigation lasting for 
two or three years, the grower is 
fortunate if it is effective one 
year, 

Comparing relative advantages 
of spraying and’ fumigating, Dr. 
Ebeling pointed out that while oil 
is cheaper and controls _ spiders, | 
fumigation is less injurious to the 
quality of the fruit itself. There 
seems to be, however, according 
to the speaker, no difference in 
production. 

Discussing work of the Rive.~ 
side station, the speaker told of 
experiments now being carried on 
at Cucamonga. Here very high 
concentrations of heavy oil are 
being sprayed on the trees, then 
removed almost immediately with 
an application of lime. While | 
there are mechanical diffculties 
involved in this method it promis- 
es, Dr Ebeling believes, practical- 
ly complete control of scale with- 
out injury to the fruit.
